Canada’s Wild 
Animal Parks 


Over 13,000 animals, including such 
typically Canadian big game species 
as the buffalo ,elk, moose, mule deer, 
Rocky Mountain goat, bighorn sheep, 
and antelope are in fenced enclosures 
in the National Parks acoconding to 
the annual report of Hon. T. A. Cre- 

ar, Minister of Mines and Resources, 
‘which mwas recently tabled in the 
House of Commons. Over half of the 
animals reported in enclosures are 
buffalo. In Buffalo National Park, 
the largest fenced wild animal park 
}on the continent, there were 4,476 
buffalo at the end of 1936-37, and in 
Hk Island Park there was an addi- 
tional 2,039. Other ‘buffalo herds in 
the National Parks include 65 in Rid- 
ing Mountain Park; 31 in Banff Park, 
and 5 in Prince Albert Park. Elk 
make up the next langest group of 
big game animais, totalling 3,618 an- 
imals. Elk Island Park has a herd 
of 1,997; Buffalo Park, 1,541, and the 
remainder are in the animal paddocks 
in Banff arid Riding Mountain Parks.

Three Little Words—“Can You Cook?” Led 
Him to the Ends of the Earth 


Martin Johnson, who _ photo- 
graphed thousands of lions in the 
wilds of Africa, killed only two. He 
told me that during twenty months 
of his last stay in Africa, he saw 
more lions than he had ever seen 
before; yet he never fired a gun 
once. In fact, he didn’t even carry 


a gun. ; 
Some African explorers like to 
come back and tell about their 


blood-curdling experiences; but Mar- 
tin Johnson believed that he or any 
other man who really knows the 
wild animals of Africa can walk 
from Cairo to the Cape armed with 
nothing more deadly than a bamboo 
walking stick and never suffer any 
harm. 

Martin Johnson started roaming 
the world when he was fourteen 
years old. His father was a jeweler 
in Independence, Kansas, and when 
Martin was a boy. he used to unpack 
the crates that came from the far- 
flung corners of the compass. He 
was fascinated by the strange color- 
ful names on the _ labels—Paris, 
Geneva, Barcelona, Budapest—and 
he determined to put the dust of those 
cowns under his heel. So one day 
he ran away, tramped over the 
United States and finally shipped on 
a cattle boat to Europe. Landing in 
the old world, he worked at any- 
thing he could find, but he couldn’t 
always find work. He went hungry 
in Brussels; in Brest, he stood gaz- 
‘ng across the Atlantic, discouraged, 
and homesick; and in London, he 
nad to sleep in packing boxes. In 
order to get back to America and 
Kansas he hid himself as a stow- 
away in the lifeboat of a steamship 
bound for New York. 

Then something happened which 
changed the course of his whole 
existence and set him out on trails 


of glamorous adventure. An engi- 
neer on the boat showed him a mag- 
azine containing an article by Jack 


London. Jack London in this article 
told how he intended to make a trip 
around ‘the world in a little thirty- 
foot boat called the Saark. 


_ As soon as Johnson arrived home 
in Independence, he wrote a letter 
to Jack London. He poured out his 
soul in eight feverish pages, and 
begged to go along on that trip. 
“I’ve already been abroad,” he wrote. 
“I started from Chicago with $5.50 
in my pocket, and when I got back, 
I still had twenty-five cents.” 

Two weeks passed—two weeks of 
nerve-wracking suspense. And then 
came a telegram from Jack London. 
It contained’ only three words—three 
words that changed Martin John- 
son’s life. ‘Can you cook?” the tele- 
gram inquired with telegraphic 
abruptness and brevity. 

Could he cook? Why, he couldn’t 
even cook rice. But he wired back 
precisely three words—“Just try 
me’’—then he went out and got him- 
self a job in the kitchen of a restaur- 
ant. 


And when the Snark finally sailed 
acrass the rippling waters in San 
Francisco bay, and nosed across the 
Pacific, Martin Johnson was aboard 
as chief cook and bottie washer. 

Almost thirty happy years have 
passed since then—years , packed 
with action, for Martin Johnson 
sailed the seven seas and roamed all 
over the world from the coral island 
of the South Seas to the jungles of 
dreary, darkest Africa. He made the 
first pictures of cannibals ever shown 
in this country. He has _ photo- 
graphed pigmies and giants, ele- 
phants and giraffes, and made pic- 
tures of all the wild lifé in the 
African veldt. He has brought back 
a whole Noah’s Ark of fantas- 


tic creatures—brought back “spools |
